FpHE current week is being observed in Canada a.A 

■*" newspaper week. For that reason the following 
tribute to the weekly newspapers, expressed by a cler¬ 
gyman, Kev. Edgar Warren is timely. 

“It came to me the other day that I never have had- 
a city pastorate, that all my charges have been in coun¬ 
try villages and thriving towns. I count myself most 
fortunate that such is the case. A city is all right to 
visit ahd to buy and sell in, but when it comes to a home 
there is no place like a small town or village. And in 
my work as a village pastor 1 always have found a 
strong ally in the local paper. 

“The pastor of a village church is supposed to be 
clairvoyant, knowing what new families have rpoved in, 
evhat new babies are bom, what couples celebrate their 
golden wedding, what boy or girl has ‘accepted a pos'- 
tion’ in the city. All these little incidents are import¬ 
ant for the clergyman to know, but no one thinks to 
give him the information. He gleans. it franc tiro local 
paper. 

“1 should bate to be pastor of a chpi'ch in a town 
where there was no local paper. 1 don’t know how 1 
would get along. In the minister’s efforts to improve a 
town he finds in the local paper a most efficient ally. 
The paper will print columns about local conditions that 
need cleaning up. It will print communications' from 
“Vox Populi,’’ “Mofher of a Family’’ a nil “Old Resident.” 
Ahd there are editors of a crusading spirit who will 
back up reforms and sometimes .take the initiative, ev¬ 
en if their advertising falls off and subscribers say, 
“Stop my paper.” 

“The local paper is^very generous in opening .its coi 
unins to church news. Some ministers take, advantage 
of this and Hood the paper each week with announce¬ 
ments. In many cases the editor’s generosity is not ap 
predated,.- Not long ago 1 heard a minister severely 
criticize a local paper for lack of enterprise and editor-' 
ial ability. That week the paper carried 21 lines of 
church notices .from this minister, which, at 10 cents a 
line,* would have cmt Kim $2.10. Here was a man who 
was- getting $100, worth of free advertising for his 
church each year and did hot show the slightest appre¬ 
ciation of the fact. 

“Thank (rod; there-a.tv‘forces which make f°r better 
meat in every.community! Among these forces 1 count 
the church’,' ttie'&hodl, the-pfiblH- library, the town of¬ 
ficers, .the ..police, clubs ami fraternities, and the local 
paper. And the local paper is not least.” 


De-Centralizing Industry 

m: sv small towns in the east have benefitted by 
factories established for war purposes. Popula¬ 
tion and buying. power,havejncreased. As a consequence 
of this new stimulus, there fire frequent editorials in the 
eastern w'eeklies, looking forward to retaining these fac¬ 
tories after the war, and.suggesting peace-time needs to 
which they might be adapted. It is a general opinion 
that there is neither justice nor reason in centralizing 
industry in the great cities. 

Ur. Newton and Robert Gardiner who were recent 
speakers in this town, Were following the same line 
when they advocated decentralization of industry. Their 
special thought was for the west, in respect to factories 
now established for war industries in this part of Can¬ 
ada. Pointing to the huge investment which Canadian 
people have in these plants, they proposed ways in 
which they might he turned to the multiple peace-time 
requirements of the Canadian people. Any suggestion 
for keeping the wheels of factories operating after th*‘ 
war, must liaise government attention. If plants now- 
working throughout the west can be turned to use in 
processing Western products or" as branch factories of 
eastern industries, it would ensure a consuming public 
and would also reduce the costs of transportation which 
are a big factor in the high retail price of merchandise 
purchased in the west. ' 

The fact that people are looking ahead to post-war 
years, must not be construed as failure to realize the 
first and foremost need of the present, which is to pour 
full strength into the war effort. But it would bo short¬ 
sightedness of the most flagrant nature, if no’thought 
is given to transition from war-time to peace economy. 


On Conscription of Wealth 

fTHVO views on conscription .of wealth centre round 
the Dominion Textile company. “The Western 
Canadian,” a paper published in Manitou, Manitoba, 
says in support of conscription of wealth; “The financial 
year ending March HI, 1941. shows Dominion Textiles 
with a net income of $6,.'188,502. The government took 
$4,192,466 by way of income tax and excess profit 
There is divided amongst shareholders $2,034,116. It 
our idea qf conscription oT wealth were in operation tin 
entire net profits of.oxer 41 X million,» .would have In . ,, 
taken. The sharehclbler® would have received none of 
the profits, but would have been left with their capital 
investment intact.,That capital Would be made to ke> 1 
on working, to'make new wealth, and that new weait.i 
would be conscripted for governmental war uses so. long 
as the war lasts.” * 

The opposing view is taken by W. E. Carp in th- 
Financial Post. He says: “Stockholders, if wise, do not 
disburse total earnings, so in thf case of Dominion Tex¬ 
tiles. there was $618,304 reserved to carry forward, and 
<1 ,486,842 disbursed. But first 66 G of the total profit® 
were taken by the government. After that the divi¬ 
dends passing to individual or corporations were agai 1 
subject to taxation, depending on the income of the tax-

DISCUSSED BY H. C. 


According to Fritz Thyssen, the nefarious treaty of Ver¬ 
sailles is what poisoned Europe and he makes bold to say 
everybody agrees on that point. We don’t, and millions of 
others who used to blame Versailles are not so sure about 
it now*. But even if it were to blame what had Poland to 
do with'it, or Holland or Denmark or Norway. Why shbuld 
they suffer for the sin of Clernenceau whom Thyssen 
blames for the severities of that treaty? There was no 
Versailles treaty to blame for the German onslaughts on 
Denmark and Austria in the sixities, or France jn 1870 or 
Belgium and France in 1914. Thyssen overlooks the fact 
that for two thousand years the Teutons made war a hob¬ 
by and militarism a profession. They don’t need a griev¬ 
ance. War to them is enough in itself. 

Now that Premier King admits that the necessity for 
home defence has not priority .perhaps he will act up to that 
‘declaration. So long as Britain stood, there never was any 
need to give home defence priority, yet we did homage to 
it by according it the benefit of a conscription measure 
which we refuse to give to home defence abroad. 

The strikes and slow-downs are practically ended, accord¬ 
ing to the Minister of Labor and nearly all the men are 
back to w ork, having gained nothing. The British, Russian 
and Canadian war programme gained nothing either bu’. 
no one has been arrested or prosecuted and the instigators 
are left free to try it again some time. 

Marshal 
Retain enjoins his people to collaborate with the Germans’ 
in “the new order,” one item of which decrees that twelve 
innocent Frenchmen shall be shot if the guilty one is mil' 
found. 

Hon. Mr. Thorson sets an example to other isolationists 
He lectures us on the gravity of the hour and urges all po 
sible aid to Britain. He is going to'be rapped on :h 
knuckles however for saying that the supreme need now is 
national unity, because of the implication that we have it 
not. That’S no way for a federal minister to talk so soon 
after being taken into the Cabinet of the man- whose boas 
is that he gave us national unity and only he can maintai

A careful study of fire records 
shows that at least 80'/r of fires are 
preventable. The following examples 
are given from among the thousands 
of known causes to show how easily 
fires can start and the fatal results 
that may follow’. 

A man dropped a cigarettes in a 
rubbish pile in a rooming house and 
burned to death eleven people. 

A man dropped his cigarette ih a 
Touch in the lobby of a hotel. Fire re¬ 
sulted at 3 a.m. and resulted in the 
death of four people. 

A mother in one of our leading col¬ 
lege cities, for the five hundreth tinpe 
perhaps, started a fire with coal oil. 
The fire she started burned to death 
three children beside herself. 

A man dropped a match on a gar¬ 
age floor, walked on and left it, A 
six-year old child found it and ignit¬ 
ed her clothing, which resulted in 
burns that caused her death a few 
hours later. 

A man attempted to sleep and 
smoke at the same timg—result, he 
set the bed afire,' was overcome with 
smoke and removed in an unconscious 
state. Only the timely arrival of the 
fire department saved him from being 
cremated alive. 

Some grown-Ups placed Strike-Any¬ 
where matches on a kitchen table. 
Two small children acted upon the
